Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  of  the  Rural 
District  for  the  year  1970.  It  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  instructions  circulated 
by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

I  took  up  the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  Summer  succeeding  Dr.  Doan 
M.St.V.  Dawkins  who  now  acts  for  the  County  Council ®s  Health  Division  No.  1. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  District,  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  are  given  on 
Page  6  and  are  typical  of  an  English  Rural  District,  there  being  no  significant  change  from 
the  figures  quoted  for  the  previous  year. 

There  was  little  serious  Infectious  Disease  during  the  year  and  that  which  occurred  is 
described  on  Page  23.  Measles  accounts  for  the  largest  number  of  cases  (eighty  one).  Parents 
should  be  encouraged  to  have  their  children  inoculated  against  this  illness  and  so  prevent  the 
complications  associated  with  it  as  these  can  sometimes  be  serious. 

In  the  Section  on  Infectious  Disease,  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  are  reported.  Both 
were  contracted  outside  the  District  and  the  details  will  be  found  on  Page  23. 

In  April  the  Northamptonshire  Rat  Control  Committee  decided  to  set  up  five  District 
Committees  and  the  Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
recommended  that  the  Rural  District  of  Oundle  and  Thrapston  be  included  in  Committee  No.  5 
which  also  comprises  the  Urban  Districts  of  Irthlingborough,  Oundle,  Raunds  and  Rushden  and 
the  Borough  of  Higham  Ferrers. 

The  Council  has  been  impressed  by  the  merits  of  the  Bin-Liner  System  of  refuse  collection 
and  has  now  decided  to  extend  this  method  gradually  throughout  the  entire  County  District.  It 
is  clean  and  time-saving  and  its. advantages  were  ably  demonstrated  to  you  by  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector.  The  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  in  authorising  the  initial  additional

expenditure  and  I  am  certain  that  this  decision  uias  well  worthwhile .  One  does  appreciate 
that  a  sanitary  plan  of  this  kind  for  such  a  large  Rural  District  cannot  be  lightly  under¬ 
taken  . 

I  am  very  glad  to  see  that  the  provision  of  sewerage  facilities  is  being  stepped  up 
throughout  the  District.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found  on  Page  17. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support  since 
I  took  up  my  appointment  and  to  Mr.  Brynmor  Lewis,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Miss 
Langley,  my  Secretary,  for  their  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  Report.

The  District  is  largely  rural  in  character  and  consists  of  fifty-one  parishes.  The  density  of 
population  is  0.16  persons  per  acre  and  the  Housing  Factor  is  2.46  persons. 

Agriculture  is  the  largest  industry.  Ironstone  quarrying  and  the  great  Corby  Steel  Works  of  the 
British  Steel  Corporation  together  with  many  smaller  industries  e.g.  footwear  manufacture,  boat  making, 
grain  preparation,  seed  dressing,  toy  manufacture  and  manufacture  of  cardboard  boxes  all  provide 
employment . 

The  percentage  of  unemployment  in  the  Corby  area  was  3.3;  in  the  Kettering  area  it  was  1.8  and  the 
National  Rate  was  3.0.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1.  POPULATION .-  The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population  1970,  was  18,140.  This  figure 
represents  a  decrease  of  80  in  the  population  since  the  mid-year  estimate  for  1969  was  made. 

2.  BIRTHS.-  There  were  261  live  births  in  1970,  which  is  an  increase  of  two  in  the  number  of  live  births 
registered  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  crude  birth  rate  of  14.4  per  1,000  population.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  1969  was  14.2.  This  rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  the  age  and  sex 
composition  of  the  population,  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  15.7.  The  adjusted,  or  corrected  birth  rate 
is  obtained  by  multiplying  the  crude  rate  by  a  figure  known  as  the  Comparability  Factor.  This  factor 
is  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  its  value  for  Oundle  &  Thrapston  Rural  District  is  1.09.  The 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  15.7  compares  with  the  rate  of  15.5  for  1969  and  the  provisional  crude  rate 
for  England  and  Dales  of  16.0. 

3.  DEATHS.-  There  were  209  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1970.  The  figure  for  last  year  was  245,  and  the 
corresponding  crude  death  rates  are  11.5  and  13.4  per  1,000  population.  In  the  same  way  as  described 
in  the  case  of  2  Births  above,  the  Death  Rate  is  standardised  by  the  use  of  a  further  Comparability 
Factor.  In  this  instance  the  Comparability  Factor  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  is  unity  for  1970. 
The  standardised  death  rate  is,  therefore,  represented  by  the  same  figure  as  the  crude  death  rate.  The 
provisional  crude  rate  for  England  and  Dales  as  a  whole  is  reckoned  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  11.7. 
The  chief  causes  of  death  are  Heart  disease,  Cancer  and  Cerebral  Apoplexy,  in  that  order. 

4.  INFANT  MORTALITY.-  There  were  three  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  is  11.5  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  in  1969  was  19.0  and  the  provisional  rate  for  England  and 
Dales  is  18.0.  All  of  these  deaths,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  table,  occurred  in  the  first 
month.  This  method  of  expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal  Mortality  and  the  rate  for  1970  is 
11.5.  per  1,000  live  births.  The  current  rate  for  England  and  Dales  is  12.0.  The  causes  of  Infant 
Deaths,  with  age  and  sex  were  as  follows:-

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SECTION  B 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services 


In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental 
health  uithin  the  Rural  District,  for  which  the  Council  is  directly  responsible. 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern  the  personal  health  and  welfare 
of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the 
Northamptonshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services  under  Part  III 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact 
that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Laboratory  Facilities.-  The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northampton  and  Peterborough  are  available  for 
the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  disease. 

Ambulance  Service.-  This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  and  the 
area  is  adequately  covered. 

Domiciliary  Services.-  These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly 
trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic  worries 
during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  so  that 
they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

Hospital  Accommodation  and  Out-Patient  Facilities. - 

General  Hospitals.-  Northampton,  Kettering,  Stamford  and  Peterborough. 

Maternity  Units.-  Kettering,  Corby,  Stamford  and  Peterborough. 

Tuberculosis  and  Chest  Diseases.-  Rushden  Hospital,  Bourne  Chest  Hospital  and  Peterborough 

and  District  Hospital. 

Orthopaedic.-  Manfield  Hospital,  Northampton  and  Peterborough  &  District  Hospital. 

Infectious  Diseases.-  Harborough  Road  Hospital,  Northampton  and  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Peterborough. 

Child  Uelfare  Centres.-  The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  these  centres  which  are  held  in  the

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION  -  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Uhooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services  available  either  from  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Welfare  Clinics.  Certain  age  groups  of  children  can  also  be  given 

B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School  Health  Services.- 

A  vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  now  available  and,  in  accordance 
with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a  campaign  for  the  control  of  and,  it  is  hoped, 
ultimate  eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951,  Section  47  -  These  Acts  give  Local  Authorities  powers  to 
enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  these  Acts  during  1970.

F L.UOR IDE :  The  fluoride  content  of  all  the  raw  water  is  0.02  parts  per  100,000,  this 
is  reduced  to  0.01  parts  per  100,000  after  filtration  and  chlorination.

Responsibility  for  notifying  a  case  or  suspected  case  of  food  poisoning  or  infectious 
disease  rests  exclusively  on  the  medical  practitioner  attending  the  patient  unless  he  believes 
that  another  practitioner  has  already  notified  the  case.

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  eighty-six,  a  decrease 
of  thirty-eight  on  last  year's  figure. 

MEASLES:-  Eighty  one  cases  were  notified  compared  with  ninety  one  cases  last  year. 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS:-  Routine  immunisation  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with 
Triple  Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Department’s  Clinics 
No  cases  occurred. 

POLIOMYELITIS:-  This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation  in  infancy.  This 
is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Health  Department’s  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 

SCARLET  FEUER:-  One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  twenty-five  cases  in  1969. 

GASTRQ-INTE5TINAL  DISEASES:-  One  case  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  due  to  Shigella  Sonnei  occurred  during  the 
year. 


Two  cases  of  Salmonellosis  (Salmonella  typhimurium)  were  notified  in  August.  These  cases  were 
contracted  outside  the  District. 

INFECTIOUS  HEPATITIS:-  There  was  one  notification  in  1970.  Six  cases  occurred  last  year. 

LEPROSY : -  The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into  force  on  1st  March  1966. 

Under  these  Regulations,  cases  of  Leprosy  are  now  notifiable  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  not  as  heretofore  to  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were  received. 

SMALLPOX:-  There  were  no  cases. 


The  vaccination  of  children  is  still  necessary  and  should  be  carried  out  some  time  during  the  first 
two  years  of  life,  preferably  between  the  first  and  second  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS:-  Seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  (six  Respiratory  and  one  Non-Respiratory)  were  notified  during 
the  year.  One  patient  removed  to  another  district.  There  was  one  death  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
in  1970.
